LONDON—(NEA)—Enoch 
P o w e l l , 58. Conservative 
member of Parliament, en­ 
joys the reputation of being 
the most dangerous man in 
Britain. 
It is Powell who intro­ 
duced the explosive issue of 
racism into British politics, 
his critics contend. In the re­ 
cent general election cam ­ 
paign, he repeatedly warned 
his countrymen that Brit­ 
ain’s 1.5 million colored im­ 
migrants c o n s t i t u t e "a 
threat of division, violence 
and bloodshed of American 
dimensions.” 
Dangerous or not, Powell 
is certainly the most fasci- 
nating of British politicians, 
making his 
party leader, 
Prime Minister E d w a r d 
Heath, appear colorless by 
comparison. 
Powell is. in fact, the chief 
thorn in Heath’s side. 
Heath, however, is troubled 
more by Powell’s stand on 
the European Common Mar­ 
ket than by his racist views. 
Powell 
is 
unalterably 
op­ 
posed to Britain’s entry into 
the Common Market and in 
coming months is expected 
to sway a large section of 
Conservative opinion to his 
way of thinking. 
With negotiations for Brit­ 
ain’s entry already under 
way 
in 
L u x e m b o u r g , 
j owell s stand could em­ 
barrass the Heath govern­ 
ment considerably. W o r s e , 


it could lead to serious dis­ 
agreement among Conserva­ 
tive members of Parliament 
at 
a 
time 
when 
Heath’s 
majority in the House of 
Commons is only 30. 
The possibility of Heath 
being forced to call an early 
election, in effect asking the 
country to decide the Com­ 
mon Market issue, cannot be 
ruled out if the Powellite re­ 
bellion persists. 
Powell, who is MP for 
Wolverhampton in the indus­ 
trial North, opposes entry 
into the Common Market be­ 
cause, he says, it will mean 
a loss of British sovereignty 
and will hit the British house­ 
wife with higher food prices. 
Like the racial issue, the 
question w h e t h e r Britain 
should join the Market’s six 
Continental 
countries 
con­ 
tains 
enough 
high-octane, 
emotional controversy to fire 
the British public, particular­ 
ly in the hands of someone 
as skillful as Powell. 
For Powell is a demagogue 
as well as a fanatic. He is 
also a man of deep learning, 
but like many another schol­ 
a r ’s his learning is narrow. 
The son of schoolteacher 
parents, Enoch Powell is re­ 
membered by Birmingham 
schoolmates as a bookworm 
who preferred reading Hero­ 
dotus, the Greek historian, 
to dating girls. 
As a scholarship student 
at 
Trinity 
College, 
Cam­ 
bridge, he won all the prizes 


in classical studies. He be­ 
came professor of Greek at 
Sydney University, Australia, 
at the incredibly young age 
of 25. 
“ Like a bridegroom going 
to meet his bride” is the 
rapturous way in which Pow­ 
ell describes his enlistment 
in the British army at the 
outbreak of World War II: 
"I felt I could hear the Ger­ 
man divisions m a r c h i n g 
across Europe; I could hear 
this 
d r u m m i n g 
coming 
through the earth.” 
This 
k i nd 
of 
mystical 
"blood” talk causes many 
Britons to distrust Powell, to 
compare him to the leaders 
of Nazi Germany. 
Powell never fired a shot 
in anger. But he rose from 
private to brigadier serving 
with British Intelligence in 
India, and his fellow officers 
remember him as the chap 
whose boots always had a 
mirror polish, whose khaki 
shorts always looked freshly 
starched while theirs wilted 
in the Delhi sun. 
After 
the 
war, 
almost 
single-handedly he wrote a 
report on 
India’s defense 
needs. He explained his plan 
to Winston Churchill, who 
rang up the Defense Min­ 
istry to demand, “ Who is 
that young madman who has 
been telling me how many 
divisions I would need to re­ 
conquer India?” 
Powell 
was 
swept 
into 
Parliament with the “class 
of 1950,” which included not 


only Prime Minister Heath, 
but two of Heath’s newly- 
appointed cabinet ministers, 
Reginald Maudling and Ian 
Macleod. 
Although he served as min­ 
ister of h e a l t h from 1960 
until 1963, P o w e l l didn’t 
really register on the British 
public until his famous Birm­ 
ingham 
speech 
of 
April, 
1968. In that speech he pre­ 
dicted that “ rivers of blood” 
would flow unless entry of 
colored immigrants into Brit­ 
ain was checked. 
Condemning the speech’s 
racist overtones, Heath, then 
leader of the Conservative 
opposition, 
promptly 
fired 
Powell from his “ Shadow 
Cabinet.” 
But Powell was unabashed: 
he received over 100,000 let­ 
ters, the vast majority con­ 
gratulating him on his stand. 
Powell would establish two 
kinds of citizenship to dis­ 
tinguish colored immigrants 
from “ those who belong to 
this country.” He would also 
pay passage home for those 
immigrants who agree to 
voluntary repatriation. 
While there is little likeli-

This is the season when thousands ot tam ilies send 
their children otl to sum m er cam ps w here they can learn 
new skills and experience the out-of-doors as well as 
have fun with children they normally would not meet. 
Unfortunately, cam ping can also m ean tragedy it 
those who conduct the cam p are not properly trained to 
handle children and the activities in which the cam p 
engages. 
Only about 3,500 of the 11.000 private cam p s in the 
nation are accredited by 
the A m erican Camping 
Association, which is the only agency whose standards 
include on-the-spot inspection of cam ping facilities. And 
only Michigan has a thoroughly com prehensive cam p 
code, although 25 other states have some regulations. 
Two federal bills have been introduced to legislate 
nationwide camping regulations, one by Sen. Abraham 
Ribicoit. D-Conn.. and the other by Rep. Dominick V. 
Daniels. D-N J., but both are still in com m ittees because 
there is little public dem and for federal law 
One private citizen, Mitchell Kurm an ot Westport. 
Conn., whose son was killed in a cam ping accident in 
1965, has prodded Ribicoft and other legislators to act on 
a bill. Kurm an has som e definite ideas on what he would 
like done: 
Prospective cam p counselors would have to prove 
their ability first and would have to submit proof of their

m ental and physical stability. C am p equipm ent and trail 
equipm ent would have to meet certain standards Camp 
brochures would have to be accurate in describing their 
facilities. Camp injuries would be filed at a central 
recording agency and a Red Cross representative would 
have to be present on w aterfronts at all times. Licensing 
and safety inspections would be frequent 
Most 
cam ps 
go 
through 
each 
su m m er 
with 
unblemished safety records Youth organizations like the 
Young Men's Christian Association and the Catholic 
Youth Organization, which flourish in m ajo r cities, are 
careful in their selection ot counselors, equipm ent and 
sites. Cam ps associated with schools take sim ilar steps, 
as do most ol the private cam ps 
But parents who plan to send their children oft for a 
week or m ore will do well to ask som e pertinent 
questions and to m ake on-site inspections them selves 
before they entrust their children to the hands of others. 


With only five states governing tin1 m inim um age of 
counselors and only 18 requiring cam ps to be licensed, 
there is too much chance for carelessness. Cam ping is 
one ol the most rew arding experiences a youth can have, 
particularly if tie or she lives in the confines ot a city. It 
is only com m on sense to insure that the joy of cam ping is 
m atched bv safety.

M acEaehen said in P a rlia m e n t not 
long ago. the num ber of A m erican 
draft evaders is unquestionaly m uch 
sm aller than the figures currently 
used. He was replying to a question 
put by form er P rim e M inister John 
D ietenbaker. 
who called for the 
num ber of A m ericans between the 
ages of 19 and 20 who had entered 
Canada beginning in Jan u ary , 19. 
The only figure M acEaehen could 
supply was tor A m ericans in that 
age bracket a p p ly in g fo r 
la n d e d 
im m igrant status.' The total for 1969 
was 2.046. of whom m ore than half 
w ere women. No a ttem p t is m ade to 
check 
the 
m ilitary 
status 
of 
A m ericans crossing the border. This 
would be virtually impossible since 
there are an estim ated 35.000.0000 
crossing each year. 
With very few exceptions young 
A m ericans taking refuge here have 
stayed within the law They seem to 
be well liked and seem to have 
adjusted to the som ew hat slower 
pace of Canadian life. They com e to 
official notice for the m ost part only 
when

step in taking out citizenship.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
One deprived “ m inority” group is 
seldom m entioned — the aged. 
There a re today 20 million m en 
and women aged 65 and over. Half 
a re m ore than 72. One out of five is 
over 80. 
In 30 years there will be 30 million 
aged 
Thirty per cent of 
th e 
e ld e r ly 
a r e 
poor. In 1967, half of 
the 
aged 
fam ilies 
had income under 
$3,928. Half of the 
elderly living alone 
had incom es under 
$1,480. 
Almost a third of 
the elderly probably 
have assets of less 
than $1,000 each, for 
em ergencies. 
An unpublicized recent study 
paid 
tor 
by 
the D epartm ent of 
Health, Education and W elfare says 
that "very often the olderly are in 
substandard 
housing 
largely 
in 
depressed urban areas. “ 
I he m ale suicide rate is alarm ing 
For men it increases steadily to 60 
per 100,000 at age 85. The suicide 
ra te for fem ales reaches a peak of 12 
per 100,000 in the 45-to-54 period. 
The problem is not only income 
but jobs. 
The four million elderly who work 
are 
fairly 
well-off, 
even 
though 
ol them work at 
poorly paid part- 
tim e jobs. 
But m any of the 80 per cent 
without jobs, especially the men, 
begin to see them selves as “ out-of- 
d ate and socially irre le v an t” — in a 
s o c i e t y

i n c c r e a s i n g l y 
em phasizes youth 
It is a com m on practice these 
days to say that m any young people 
a re alienated because they feel that 
society has no place for them . But 
what about the vigorous elderly m an 
or woman out of work and denied a 
job. not lor lack of ability, but 
because ol age?

—Industrial injuries a re lowest 
for w orkers over 65. Older w orkers, 
being m ore skilled and interested in

w orkers show 
little change in output after age 25, 
even when they pass 65. 
—The aging w orker m ay be m ore 
desirable because he is iess likely

deprived homes, 
the sam e can be 
done for the elderly — m any of 
whom are also deprived.
